The  Greenline  Diner  is  no  more.  After  nearly  six  years  of 
catering  to  the  natural  foods  tastes  of  their  patrons,  owners 
Geoff  and  Harriet  White  of  Park  Place  have  sold  the  diner  to 
Linden  Lane  resident  Nicholas  Azzolini. 

The  Greenline,  housed  in  an  authentic  American  diner  that 
was  brought  to  Nassau  Street  in  the  early  fifties,  had  been  a 
success,  says  Mr.  White.  But  there  was  a  price  to  pay:  He  work- 
ed 70  to  80  hours  a  week  while  his  wife  had  to  start  her  baking 
each  day  at  5  a.m.  in  order  to  have  everything  completed  by 
the  beginning  of  lunch. 

{The  early  years  were  rocky.  According  to  Mr.  White,  80  per- 
cent of  people  opening  restaurants  go  out  of  business  the  first 
year.  "We  should  have,  but  there  were  so  many  people  who 
believed  in  us." 

"But  this  year  has  been  the  best  of  any"  he  says.  "We  had 
the  best  crew  working  with  us.  It  was  the  smoothest  running 
and  most  profitable  year.  We're  not  selling  because  we're  not 
making  it." 

He  said  that  he  and  his  wife  realized  this  winter  that  they 
couldn't  go  on  working  80  hours  a  week  forever,  but  they 
thought  it  would  take  a  few  years  to  sell  the  Greenline.  (It  took 
a  few  months). 

The  buyer  is  Nicholas  Azzolini,  who  has  been  maitre  d'  at 
The  River  Cafe  in  New  York  City  for  the  past  ten  years.  Before 
that,  he  worked  with  O'Neal's  Organization,  which  operates 
six  restaurants  in  the  city. 

He  has  hired  a  designer,  Mico  Sopic  of  New  York  City,  who 
he  hopes  will  bring  the  sense  of  being  a  diner  into  the  square 
back  room  of  the  restaurant. 

"We  love  the  look,"  says  Mr.  Azzolini.  "It's  a  good  old  classic 
American  diner." 

Geoff  White  couldn't  agree  more.  "A  diner  is  a  wonderful 
mode,"  he  says.  "You  can  have  someone  come  in  dressed

A  Bit  or  Greenline  History 

When  you  stop  to  think 
about  it,  a  chromium- 
fronted  diner  in  the  heart  of 
historic  Nassau  Street  is  a 
bit  of  an  incongruous  sight 

It  seems  that  a  number  of 
other  people  thought  that 
way  in  1951,  when  Andrew 
A.  Alvarez,  a  Nassau  Street 
businessman,  decided  to 
open  a  diner  at  what  is  now 
179  Nassau  Street. 

Leading  the  opposition 
was  a  volunteer  group  call- 
ed Operation  Nassau,  which 
was  dedicated  to  restoring 
the  dignity  of  the  street. 
Members  of  the  group  felt 
the  new  addition  would  not 
be  in  keeping  with  the  tradi- 
tmn;il  appearance  of  the 
Princeton  business  district. 

However,  there  were  no 
legal  restrictions,  and  Mr. 
Alvarez  prevailed.  But  the 
group  enjoyed  one  victory: 
it  persuaded  him  not  to  erect 
a  neon  sign  with  24-inch 
flashing  letters  outside  the 
establishment. 

It  is  believed  there  had 
been  some  sort  of  restaurant 
at  this  location  since  the 
1930's,  going  under  such 
names  as  Colonial  Restau- 
rant and  Colonial  Grill  In 
1938,  its  name  was  changed 
to  the  Princeton  Diner. 
Princeton  University, 
through  a  building  swap 
with  several  attorneys  who 
had  bought  the  restaurant  in 
1951,  became  owner  of  the 
property  in  1955. 

The  diner,  then  known  as 
Pietrinferno's  College  Inn  — 
and  billed  as  offering  the 
best  hamburger  in  town  — 
was  bought  from  the 
Pietrinfernos  by  the  Whites 
in  1980.

Princeton's  newest  restaura- 
teur says  he  will  use  only  fresh 
ingredients  and  there  will  be  no 
heavy  sauces.  He  describes  the 
planned  cuisine  as  "new  Amer- 
ican," and  says  it  will  reflect 
health  consciousness 

The  menu,  which  is  still  in  its 
concept  stage,  is  likely  to  in- 
clude gourmet  pizzetas,  a  vari- 
ety of  salads,  grilled  items  on 
fruitwood,  and  pasta. 

Interesting  Possibilities. 
Some  possibilities  include  a 
pizzeta  garnished  with  shitake 
mushrooms,  fresh  basil,  and 
artichokes;  a  salad  of  chilled 
asparagus  with  citrus  and  olive 
oil  dressing;  salmon  filet  grill- 
ed with  tomato;  and  linguini 
with  mussels  and  pesto  oil. 

At  this  point,  he  foresees  a  $8- 
$9  average  price  per  person  for 
lunch,  and  an  average  dinner 
check  of  $15-16. 

The  restaurant  will  be  open 
for  lunch  at  11 :30,  stay  open  for 
tea,  and  begin  serving  dinner  at 
6.  Closing  will  be  11  during  the 
week  and  midnight  on 
weekends. 

Mr.  Azzolini  says  he  wants 
his  restaurant  to  have  a  certain 
panache.  "It  needs  a  sense  of 
theatrics  about  it,  which  we  can 
attain  through  the  ambience  of 
music,  decor,  and  staff." 

"Princeton  is  ready  for 
something  like  this,"  he  said. 

He  is  hoping  for  an  October 
l  opening. 

The  Whites  are  not  certain 
what  they  will  do  next.  But  with 
a  daughter  who  will  be  in 
Princeton  High  School  for  two 
more  years,  they  are  not  plan- 
ning to  leave  the  town.  They  do 
know,  however,  that  their  next 
career  will  not  be  in  food  ser- 
vice, but  in  something  less 
demanding. 

Looking  back,  Mr.  White 
says  that  the  Greenline  was  a 
struggle  for  four  years,  but  that 
the  last  year  was  great. 

"The  fact  that  we  served  400 
people  a  day  and  that  Brooke 
Shields  came  here  a  lot  is  not 
imnoriant  What  is  important  is 
thai  50  people  worked  nere  as 
a  cohesive  unit."

Sewer  Repair  May  Cost 
$J-$1.5   Million    Extra 

Princeton's  $12  million  joint 
sewer  repair  project  may  cost 
an  additional  $1-1.5  million  ac- 
cording to  Sewer  Operating 
Committee  (SOC)  Manager 
Martin  Dorward. 

The  State  Department  of  En- 
vironmental Protection  (DEP) 
has  suggested  the  use  of  larger 
pipes  as  a  solution  to  the  sewer 
design  problems  cited  by  the 
Federal  Environmental  Pro- 

DEP  recommendation  was 
made  in  a  letter  to  the  SOC  last 
week,  after  the  DEP  had  re- 
analyzed the  plan  that  was  re- 
jected by  the  EPA. 

The  preliminary  plan  for  the 
sewer  rehabilitation  was  sup- 
ported by  the  DEP,  but  two 
overflow  by-passes  were  not 
approved  by  the  EPA. 

The  design  had  allowed  for 
run-off  of  raw  sewage  into 
streams  during  storms  pro- 
jected to  occur  at  not  greater 
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The  DEP  suggestions  and 
alternative  solutions  are  being 
evaluated  by  the  SOC's 
engineering  consultant,  Clinton 
Bogert  Associates. 

The  Township  and  Borough 
have  already  financed  the  pro- 
ject with  a  joint  bond  issue.  The 
rehabilitation  will  include 
replacement  of  aging  collector 
lines  and  two  trunk  lines,  now 
with  possibly  larger  and  more 
expensive  pipe.

Borough  Cab  Fare  Hike

Borough  Council  is  expected 
to  vote  at  its  September  9 
meeting  on  whether  to  raise  the 
rates  charged  by  taxis  in  the 
Borough.

Negotiations  with  a  large  do- 
nor may  allow  Friends  of 
Princeton  Open  Space  to  help 
the  Township  purchase  the 
Mountain  Lakes  tract  for  open 
space.  The  group  hopes  that  a 
large  donation  will  be  added  to 
funds  already  raised  to  meet 
the  purchase  price  of  the  land. 

The  scenic  80-acre  wooded 
valley  forms  a  basin  for  three 
dammed  ponds  and  several 
streams.  Designated  for  future 
open  space  reservation  in  the 
19B0  Master  Plan,  the  Township 
has  also  tried  to  raise  funds 
with  a  Green  Acres  grant  from 
the  State.  A  decision  on  this  $3 

million  grant  is  due  within  the 
next  two  weeks 

Since  most  of  the  grant  is  in 
the  form  of  a  low-interest  loan, 
a  large  donation  could  elimi- 
nate or  reduce  the  amount  the 
Township  would  need  to  bor- 
row. 

The  Master  Plan  designation 
allows  the  Township  to  raise 
funds  to  buy  the  land  from  The 
Hillier  Group  which  owns  and 
hopes  to  build  20  houses  on  the 
land.  In  an  effort  to  keep  some 


of  the  property,  The  Hillier 
Group  has  offered  to  donate  52 
acres  to  the  Township  in  ex- 
change for  permission  to  build 
30  houses  there. 

Final  word  on  the  future  of 
Mountain  Lakes  should  come 
before  the  end  of  the  summer.

rates,  offsetting  the  price  of  an 
equal  number  of  affordable 
units. 

"In  most  communities  they 
will  have  20  percent  affordable 
housing  and  80  percent  to  help 
subsidize  this,"  said  Mayor 
Firestone,  describing  the 
typical  builder's  solution  to 
meet  affordable  housing  re- 
quirements. "We  were  very 
concerned  that  4  for  1  would  use 
up  a  lot  of  our  land  and  impact 
on  traffic  and  sewers." 

The  $873,740  figure  repre- 
sents the  difference  between 
the  total  cost  of  the  project  less 
projected  profits  from  the  sale 
and  rental  of  the  completed 
units. 

The  grant  was  the  largest  of 
seven  made  by  the  State  HMFA 
in  the  first  round  of  awards. 
Other  recipients  were  Prince- 
ton Borough  ($104,7881. 
Chatham,  Bridgewatcr,  Ram- 
say, Burlington  City,  and 
Mahwah. 

"We  were  pretty  confident 
we  would  be  successful  for  one 
good  reason,"  reflected  Town- 
ship Planner  Duggan  Kimball. 
"The  purpose  of  the  moneys

was  to  initiate  and  encourage 
new  ways  of  providing  afford- 
able housing  The  Princeton  ap- 
proach is  very  innovative  and 
has  promise  for  communities 
across  the  country." 

"In  other  communities  the 
developer  will  develop  the  af- 
fordable housing  units,"  said 
the  Mayor.  "Here  it's  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Township  and 
those  parties  which  it  chooses 
to  develop  the  site  We  have 
more  control  on  site  plan  and 
on  continued  maintenance  after 
the  project  is  completed." 

The  developer  of  the  project, 
PCH,  was  responsible  for  the 
construction  of  Princeton  Com- 
munity Village  and  Elm  Court 
PCH  is  a  not-for-profit  corpora- 
tion with  a  23-membcr  board 
composed  of  representatives  of 
religious  and  educational  in- 
stitutions and  of  members  at 
large,  not  representing  any 
particular  organization. 

"PCH  has  a  proven  record  in 
the  Held,"  commented  the 
Mayor.  "It  is  composed  of 
many  of  Princeton's  most  pro- 
minent and  good-hearted  vol- 
unteers. They  have  worked  so 
hard  for  so  long  to  bring  hous- 
ing to  our  residents  and  the  peo- 
ple who  work  here." 

May  '87  Occupancy.  PCH  is 
seeking  construction  funding 
from  the  State  HMFA  and  local 


banks  The  first  phase  of  con- 
struction is  scheduled  to  begin 
in  November  for  May  1987  oc- 
cupancy A  second  phase  will 
begin  in  September  1987  for 
March  1988  completion. 

The  140  units  will  help  to 
meet  the  275  low  and  moderate 
income  units  designated  as  the 
Township's  "fair  share"  under 
the  Supreme  Court's  Mt.  Lau- 
rel decision  guidelines. 

The  project's  townhouses  and 
three-story  apartment 

buildings  have  been  reviewed 
by  the  planning  board  but  have 
not  yet  been  submitted  for  site 
plan  approval. 

Applications  for  the  new 
housing  are  not  yet  being 
received  Some  of  the  afford- 
able units  will  be  sold  and 
others  will  be  rented  to 
qualified  applicants. 

Underscoring  the  demand  for 
affordable  housing  in  the  Town- 
ship, Mr.  Pascale  jokingly  pro- 
jected that  the  lines  for  the  new 
housing  will  be  longer  than 
those  for  Bruce  Springsteen 
tickets. 

With  the  state  grant  in  place, 
the  Mayor  is  optimistic  about 
the  project's  progress.  "We're 
moving  ahead  to  bring  every- 
thing together  to  get  housing 
built."

set  aside  $1.5  million  in  mort- 
gage funds  for  low  and  moder- 
ate income  families. 

Still  pending  is  the  Borough's 
request  for  a  $200,000  state 
Department  of  Community  Af- 
fairs Small  Cities  Community 
Revitalization  grant  to  finance 
the  acquisition  of  Shirley  Court 

The  next  step  in  the  afford- 
able housing  program,  says  the 
mayor,  is  to  appoint  a  housing 
coordinator.  Following  this, 
criteria  for  the  selection  proc- 
ess will  have  to  be  developed  by 
a  committee  consisting  of 
government  officials  and 
groups  representing  potential 
purchasers  of  the  housing.  In 
addition  to  Borough  residents, 
these  would  include  municipal 
and  school  employees  and  vol- 
unteer firemen.

to  begin  in  the  spring  of  1987  at 
both  John  and  Clay  Streets  and 
Hamilton  Avenue.  The  one-to- 
^.three  bedroom  units  are  ex- 
pected to  sell  between  $24,000- 
$124,000. 

At  another  special  meeting 
held  last  Wednesday  night,  the 
MCIA  voted  to  authorize  an 
agreement  for  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  —  at  an  interest  rate  of 
six  percent  —  with  five  local 
banks  that  will  act  as  a  consor- 
tium. Princeton  Bank,  one  of 
"the  five,  will  function  as  trustee 
and  will  invest  the  proceeds  for 
at  least  a  seven  percent  yield 
This  one  percent  profit  — 
known  as  arbitrage  —  will  be 
used  to  subsidize  the  housing 
program. 

The  other  banks  in  the  con- 
sortium are  United  Jersey 
Bank,  the  Trust  Company  of 


Princeton,  National  State 
Bank,  and  New  Jersey  National 
Bank. 

Mayor  Sigmund  had  been 
concerned  that  the  U.S.  Con- 
gress might  shut  off  access  to 
arbitrage  by  municipalities  on 
Friday,  August  15,  instead  of 
the  anticipated  September  1 
cutoff.  This  caused  Borough  of- 
ficials to  accelerate  the  com- 
plex process  that  was  required 
to  float  the  bonds.  However,  the 
mayor  was  assured  on  August 
13  by  a  staffer  in  the  office  of 
her  mother,  Rep.  Lindy  Boggs, 
D. -Louisiana,  that  the 
September  1  deadline  would 
hold. 

All  the  affordable  housing 
sites  —  except  for  Shirley  Court 
—  are  owned  by  the  Borough. 
Shirley  Court  has  been 
designated  blighted  by  the 
Regional  Planning  Board,  thus 
opening  up  the  possibility  that 
the  Borough  could  acquire  the 


property  through  condemna- 
tion. 

According  to  the  mayor,  ne- 
gotiations are  still  underway 
with  Shirley  Court  owners  Ben- 
jamin Kahn  and  Paul  Harvey 
to  purchase  the  16-unit  proper- 
ty located  off  Witherspoon 
Street. 

Additional  Subsidy.  At  the 
special  Council  meeting,  the 
mayor  also  announced  that  the 
state  Housing  and  Mortgage  Fi- 
nance Agency  (HMFA)  had 
granted  the  Borough  a  $104,788 
subsidy  for  the  affordable  hous- 
ing program  and  also  agreed  to

Many  homeowners  feel  a 
sense  of  frustration  rather  than 
delight  at  the  increased  value 
of  their  homes.  "My  house  is 
worth  a  fortune  but  I  can't  sell 
it,"  complained  one  Princeton 
homeowner.  "I  couldn't  afford 
to  buy  something  else." 

Mrs.  Seibens  comments  that 
prices  in  Princeton  have  gotten 
so  high  that  people  don't  feel 
they  can  move  up  to  a  better 
house.  "You  can  get  so  much 
more  if  you  move  outside  of 
Princeton  but  most  people  like 
to  stay  in  town." 

According  to  local  realtors, 
the  seasonal  summer  doldrums 
have  slowed  real  estate  activi- 
ty, allowing  an  inventory  of 
houses  to  build  and  prices  to 
flatten  or  fall  in  some  local 
communities.  Princeton's  short 
housing  supply,  however,  never 
seems  to  meet  demand. 

As  interest  rates  continue  to 
fall  allowing  more  people  to  en- 
ter the  expensive  local  market, 
housing  prices  will  continue  to 
climb.  Princeton's  unpopular 
ly  styled  split  levels  will  con- 
tinue to  sell  as  soon  as  they 
come  to  market  and  its  half 
million  dollar  homes  will  be  bid 
above  the  asking  price  in  a  hot 
real  estate  market  that  shows 
no  signs  of  cooling  down.

Because  of  its  emotionally 
wTought  dialogue,  Tennessee 
Williams'  The  Night  of  the 
Iguana  is  an  easy  play  to 
overact  Its central  character. 

^JThe  Reverend  T.  Lawrence 
Shannon,  a  defrocked  minister 
turned  tour  guide  to  the  tropics 
for  a  busload  of  Texas  Baptist 
college  teachers  —  all  female 
—  enters  in  the  midst  of  a  ner- 
vous breakdown.  Shannon  ex- 
presses his  experience  of 
escalating  disintegration  with 
verbal  pyrotechnics  adapted 

»    from  the  pulpit. 

1      It  is  the  great  virtue  of  Nick 

*  Procaccino's  direction  and 
Francis  P.  Bilancio's  acting 
that  they  control  and  modulate 
their  rendering  of  a  character 


out  of  control  Consequently, 
the  audience  of  this  Stage  One 
offering  is  drawn  through  the 
self-indulgent  rhetoric  to  the 
visionary  in  Shannon  and  en- 
tranced as  well  as  disturbed  by- 
some  of  Williams'  most  evoc- 
ative poetry 

Opening  last  weekend  at  the 
Rider  College  Fine  Arts  Thea- 
ter, Iguana  runs  through  a  2 
p.m.  matinee  on  Sunday, 
August  31.  All  other  perfor- 
mances, August  21  to  24  and  28 
to  30,  begin  at  8  p.m. 

Confined  to  a  single  day  in 
1940,  the  play's  action  takes 
place  on  the  veranda  of  a  seedy 
hotel,  the  Costa  Verde,  over- 
looking a  rain  forest  on  the  west 


coast  of  Mexico  Gene  Encson 
and  Bill  Hoover's  set  and  light 
design  are  superb.  Against  a 
turquoise  sky  that  deepens  with 
night,  a  burlap-roofed  facade 
serves  as  a  backdrop  for  the  ve- 
randa, ranged  round  with 
tropical  vegetation. 

The  proprietress  of  the  hilltop 
hotel  is  the  frankly  sexual  Max- 
ine  Falk  (A'Leshia  Brevard), 
who  readily  admits  to  more 
than  night  swimming  with  the 
two  Mexican  boys  (Danny  Rios 
and  Len  Mallozzi  >  who  staff  her 
establishment  and  who  catch 
and  tether  the  lizard  that  pro- 
vides the  play  with  its  title  and 
key  image. 

Shannon,  on  the  tropical  tour 
circuit  since  1935,  has  collaps- 
ed on  Maxine's  veranda  before, 
but  this  time  he  is  received  dif- 
ferently, for  she  wants  him  to 
replace  her  husband,  Fred, 
two-weeks  deceased. 


Having  pocketed  the  ignition 
key  and  left  the  bussed  ladies 
below,  Shannon  soon  begins  to 
realize  that  he  needs  a  new  job 
when  tour  member  Miss  Fel- 
lows i  played  to  prim  perfection 
by  Jane  Hauber)  chugs  up  the 
path,  front  stage,  and  demands 
a  phone  to  call  the  father  of  the 
16-year-old  tour  member  who. 
Shannon  says,  has  seduced 
him  Erika  Hillman  plays  the 
compromised  girl  as  such  a 
mincing  twit  that  Shannon  loses 
little  sympathy  for  his  repudia- 
tion of  her. 

Maxine,  with  herself  in  mind, 
wants  to  know  why  Shannon 
can't  conduct  his  relationships 
with  an  adult  woman.  And,  in- 
deed, much  of  the  play  is  a 
probing  exploration  of  that 
question.  Why  Shannon  can't 
depends  on  the  choice  of 
women  Williams  has  chosen  to 
give  him.

The  alternative  to  the 
predatory  Maxine  is  the 
ethereal  Nantucket  spinster 
Hannah  Jelkes  (Catherine 
Allgor),  who  earns  her  living  as 
a  quick  sketch  artist  and  water- 
colorist.  She  arrives  at  the 
Costa  Verde  with  her  grand- 
father Nonno  (Jonathan  Cof- 
fin ) ,  who,  she  repeatedly  says, 
at  "97  years  young"  is  "the 
oldest  living  and  practicing 
poet." 

Stage  directions  call  for  her 
to  push  grandfather  in 
wheelchair  up  the  path.  He 
enters  instead  leaning  on  her, 
and  the  two  Mexican  boys  hoist 
the  wheelchair  from  path  to  ve- 
randa in  one  of  the  few 
awkward  and  gratuitous  bits  of 
stage  business  in  this  produc- 
tion. If  the  chair  won't  wheel 
onto  the  set,  director  Procac- 
cino  should  have  abandoned  it 
altogether. 

He  has  made  other  cuts.  The 
four  German  guests  of  the 
original  script  have  been  reduc- 
ed to  two  —  the  newly  married 
Herr  and  Frau  Fahrenkopf 
(Charles  Leeder  and  Mary 
White) ,  who  cavort  on  stage  in 
bathing  suits  and  exclaim  hap- 
pily over  the  bombing  of  Lon- 
don. 

It's  difficult  to  know  what  to 
make  of  the  Germans  —  and 
that's  why,  perhaps,  Procac- 
cino  has  limited  their  number 
and  lines.  They  are  funny,  and 
Maxine  likes  them  because 
they  are  and  because  they  ex- 
alt, as  does  she,  their  physicali- 
ty.  But  she  surely  suffers  a  loss 
in  audience  sympathy  for  her 
identification  with  these  rather 
cardboard  Nazis. 

By  far  the  more  appealing 
woman  is  Catherine  Allgor's 
exquisitely  rendered  Hannah, 
and  Shannon  thinks  so  too,  but 
she  neither  can  nor  wants 
altogether  to  meet  his  needs. 

Lashed  to  a  hammock  by 
Maxine  and  her  boys  —  an  ob- 


vious visual  analogue  to  the 
iguana  tied  below  and  fattened 
for  Maxine's  table  —  Shannon 
asks  Hannah  for  a  cigarette. 
When  she  puts  it  in  his  mouth, 
he  grabs  her  wrist  and 
wrenches  it  in  an  effort  to  force 
her  to  release  him.  Ill  paid  for 
her  impulse  to  minister,  she 
finally  has  to  call  on  Maxine  to 
get  herself  free  of  Shannon.  She 
can't  really  handle  him  phys- 
ically, but,  with  acute  self- 
perception,  she  knows  she 
can't.  And  The  Rev.  Shannon  is 
left  in  an  irreconcilable  bind  be- 
tween his  physical  and  spiritual 
needs. 

Release  isn't  finally  the  focus 
of  the  play,  but  the  quality  of 
the  struggle  —  the  beautiful 
and  terrible  and  witty  words 
wrested  from  bondage.  Wil- 
liams is  renowned  as  a  play- 
wright for  his  characteriza- 
tions, but  with  this  play  and 
production  it  is  the  poetry  that 
lingers.  A  night  (or  an  after- 
noon, for  that  matter)  with  this 
Iguana  will  not  be  ill  spent.

want  to  end  the  season  without 
a  salute  to  all  those  who  sup- 
ported the  team  financially  and 
in  any  other  way,  particularly 
Post  76  Athletic  Chairman 
Mike  Kostue.

CICADA  KILLER 
WASPS 

with  Sam  DeTuro

Landscape  maintenance  per- 
sonnel, homeowners  and  golf 
course  superintendents  are 
having  their  problems  with 
Cicada  Killer  Wasps.  These 
large  (up  to  1.5  inches  long) 
wasps  appear  during  mid- 
summer and  burrow  into  lawns, 
edges  of  sand  traps,  em- 
bankments as  well  as 
children's  sand  boxes.  A 
mound  of  earth  marks  the  en- 
trance to  the  tunnel.  Even 
though  the  female  cicada  killer 
possesses  a  formidable 
stinger,  it  seldom  is  used  on 
human  beings. 

A  burrow  is  constructed  and 
the  female  wasp  searches  for 
a  cicada.  The  initial  "strike" 
usually  knocks  the  cicada  and 
cicada  killer  to  the  ground.  The 
wasp  then  stings  and  paralyzes 
the  cicada  at  the  tunnel  open- 
ing then  goes  into  the  tunnel, 
turns  around  and  drags  the 
cicada  into  a  chamber  and 
deposits  an  egg  near  the  legs. 
The  eggs  hatch  after  two  to 
three  days  and  the  wasp  larva 
feeds  on  the  cicada  for  about 
two  months.  After  the  feeding 
period  is  completed,  the  larva 
spins  a  cocoon  and  rests  until 
next  summer 

Attempls  to  control  cicada 
killers  by  using  insecticides  are 
not  very  successful.  Generally, 
liquid  sprays  do  not  penetrate 
through  tunnels  or  into 
chambers.  Dust  formulations  of 
insecticides  are  more  sue 
cessful.  The  dust  must  be  forc- 
ed through  the  tunnels  and 
galleries  not  just  dumped  into 
holes.  Dusters  or  hand-held 
bulb  dusters  work  quite  well.  In- 
secticides that  are  suitable  in- 
clude Baygon,  Dursban. 
Diazinon  and  Sevin. 
Late  evening  is  the  best  time  to 
control  cicada  killers  when 
there  is  just  enough  natural 
light  to  see.  Be  sure  to  apply  to 
all  nest  openings 
After  applying  insecticides  the 
nest  openings  should  be 
covered  with  a  flat  board,  slate 
or  similar  material  rather  than 
soil.  Cicada  can  usually  dig 
through  soil.
